ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Oct., 8.—Con- 


ductor Sam Heady of the held-up psssen- 
ger train from the West this morning 
told the following story of the affair- 
"When the train reached Bio Purco water 
tank the engineer said a pin in the engine 
was out of geer bat thought it would go 
to the divide. The conductor counselled 
otherwise. Just as the engineer was fix. 
ing the pin three masked men jumped 
on the engine and shooting commenced' 
A lantern was shot out of the brakeman's 
hands then the engineer was ordered to 
cut loose from the express car. 


Deputy U. S. Marshall Loomis, who had 


been in Arizona on trail of New Mexico 
bandits, was on the train and left the 
smoking car when he heard the shooting. 
He took deliberate aim at one of the rob- 
bers and shot him through the bead. The 
others retreated. At the next station a 
party was organized and returned to hunt 
the bandits." 


It is thought the members of this gang 


have been terrorizing southern New Mex- 
ico. The man killed is believed to be the 
leader, Young.

Since then,or 
about that time, the North Adams firm 
became insolvent and tho suit is brought 
by the refrigerator company to enforce a 
mechanics' lien on the property. The de- 
fense claims that the work was not fin- 
ished either according to contract or 
within the time specified. The hearing 
was adjourned until October 12 or 13, to 
suit the convenience of parties in interest.

A EOTTOUS BUSIKESB SYSTEM. 


The Country Storo Kxacts as Much at 


Forty 1'cr Cant For Trading Privileges. 
Farm Production* Cannot Be Paid Tor 
In Currency—Book Accounts Venus 


CheclcK ami Credits. 


American farmora and planters are 


scattered thinly over an enormons ter- 
ritory. A vnst majority not only have 
no dealings with banks of deposit and 
discount, but do not understand the na- 
ture of Fnch transactions. In the south 
and weet it is quite common to find 
numerous populated 
districts, 
oach 


larger than Wales and somo uearly as 
large as England, in -which there 13 not 
n single bank of deposit. In most of tha 
agricultural regions buck of the uortl 
Atlantic states payment by check ; 
practically unknown. All transacts 
are settled cither by payment in pa;: i 
money or by book accounts. 


A moment's reflection will ehow that 


it is literally impossible that the enor- 
mous productions of these farmers can 
ever be paid for in either coin or paper 
money. There never was and never can 
be enough "money" in the country to 
pay for half u crop, while two-thirds of 
all the coin and paper money is and 
must bo kept in bank vaults, the banks 
being compelled by law to keep on hand 
from 15 to 85 per cent of all their lia- 
bilities in coin or "greenbacks." In the 
largo towns the gradual evolution of 
business has superseded actual money by 
the use of checks, in which more than 
nine-tenths of all transactions are set- 
tled. 
But the farmers have no checks 


aud no bank accounts. 
Nearly all the 


"money" is absorbed by the 1owns. 
How shall their crops be sold and paid 
for? 


In answer to this demand, trade in- 


volves the country store. At each crossing 
of the highroads is sure to be planted the 
crossroads store, of which the business 
traveler will hear in every direction. 
Here a shrewd manager, with small 
capital, good bank facilities and plenty 
of loca! knowledge, is ready to sell to 
each farmer on credit. 


Each farmer opens a boob account 


with one of theso stores. He is lucky if 
he has a1 choice between three of them. 
But they all charge the same prices, 
give the eanic credit, require the same 
security and deal in the same way. 
When the farmer has raised his crop, 
he must either soli it to hia storekeeper 
or must direct any other purchaser to 
settle at the store. Credit is given from 
one animal crop to the next. In consid- 
eration of this credit aud the risks in- 
volved, the storekeeper has to charge 
prices which include interest and insur- 
ance, roughly calculated at not less than 
25 percent, in addition to the full usual 
retail profit of a town store. When he 
buys the farmer's crop, as he usually 
does, he pays the lowest country market 
piice. He keeps the accounts and fixes 
the prices at both euds. 


In this manner by far the largest 


share of the back country farmers have 
to buy and sell. Of course they always 
buy in the dearest market and Sell in 
the cheapest. They do, in fact, a bank- 
ing business at the crossroads stores in 
a clumsy and costly manner, paying 
these primitive bankers interest and 
commissions at the rate of SO or 40 pel 
cent. Those farmers who only pay 20 
per cent grow prosperous; those who 
pay 80 barely live; those who pay 40 
are eventually ruined. 


Millions of farmers live in this man- 


ner—know it and are impatient under 
it. Hundreds of thousands grow fiercely 
discontented. But the only remedy of 
which they have the smallest conception 
is to increase the volume of money to 
Ench an extant that it shall flood the 
\vholo country and enable them to buy 
and sell for actual cash paid across the 
counter. They believe that city trade is 
done in this manner, and they think 
that they are deprived of like privileges 
by somo mysterious financial conspir- 
acy, through which New Yoik 
and 


London bankers monopolize all the 
money and contract its volnino in order 
that they may monopolize it. 


No politician and no paper which 


they ever read contradicts this theory, 
and nobody ever explains to them tbo 
ztal nature of banking or the possibility 
of their having or using deposit banks, 
Their only idea of a bank is a bank note 
factory, issuing paper to be kept afloat 
us long and redeemed as seldom as pos- 
sible. And why that omnipotent being, 
"the government," should not issue all 
this paper itself, sharing the "gigantic 
profits" among all the people, is some- 
thing which they cannot understand and 
which nobody until very recently has 
attempted to explain. 


Is it at all surprising under each cir- 


cumstances that these small farmers, 
hardly pressed for a living, should 
clamorously demand more money of ev- 
ery kind—gold,, silver, paper or rags! 
The marvel is that theie lias been 
enough common sense among them even 
Without instruction to feel instinctively 
that (ho only remedy of which they 
know anything is, after all, worse than 
the disease. 


What is the true remedy? Is it not 


obviously the extension to the farming 
classes of tho°e banking facilities which 
have made the use of both coin and pa- 
per mou*y obsolete in the business trans- 
actions of towns? Why should not farm- 
ers obtain credit at a local bank at fair 
rates of interest instead of depending 
upon the crossroad stores at exorbitant 
fates? Why should they not sell thoir 
crops for checks, deposit them in banks 
and take np their discounted notes in 
this way? 


The solution of this mystery is some- 


thing which Englishmen will find it 
bard to understand. Our bankers are 
more enterprising than British bankers, 
mote read/ to eater into the new field* 


end to give new credits. They are nraoh 
more willing to accept email deposits 
aud never charge oommiBgion. But they 
are prohibited from furnishing this aid 
to farmers by two statutes enacted upon 
the urgent demand of the farmers them- 
selves. No bank is permitted to estab- 
lish agencies, and every bank is taxed 8 
or 3 per cent on its capital, wnicb. is 
the same as an income tvt of 7 shillings 
on the pound. Thus rural banks are 
killed before they are born. No farmers' 
bank could live under sucb taxes, and 
no district which is too poor to main- 
lain a bank of its own is allowed to 
have n bank agency.—Thomas G. Shear- 
man in London Times. 


NO CRIME AT ALL. 


Tho I.ivw of 1S73, Paused Openly, Was 


Considered Unimportant Then. 


It is alleged that the law of 1878 was 


enacted surreptitiously. Mr. Bryan is 
quoted as having said that the free coin- 
age men only ask for a restoration of 
"that systtm tliat we had until it was 
stricken down in the dark without dis- 
cussion. " Within the last ten years tbe 
facts of the legislative history of that 
iw have been published over and over 


mi. They are to bo found in the re- 
rt of the comptroller of the currency 


1m 1876, pnge 170; in "Maephersou's 
Political Manual" for 1800, page 157, 
and in "Sound Currency," volume 3, 
No. 18. The bill was before congress 
three years; was explained and debated 
again and again. Tho fact that the sil- 
ver dollar was dropped was expressly 
pointed out. It is not now justifiable 
for any mnn who claims to be honest 
and responsible to «s«rt that it was 
passed "in tho dark and without dia- 
cussion." The fact is that nobody cared 
ahotit it. It is noteworthy that the act 
is not iu "Maepharson's Manual" for 
1874. It was not thought to bo of any 
importance. It was not until after tho 
panic of 1873 that attention began to ba 
given to tbe onrreuoy. To that I who 
write can testify, siuoe I tried in vain 
before that time to excite any interest 
in the subject. I was once iu the gallery 
of tho house of representatives when a 
question of coinage was before .the 
house. I counted those members who as 
far as I could judge were paying any 
attention. There were six. 
What is it 


necessary to do in such a case in order 
to prevent tbe claim 25 years later, 
when countless interests have vested 
nnder the law, that the law is open to 
"reversal" because it was passed "in 
the dark?" 


The act of 1S73 did not affect any 


rights or interests. It took away an op- 
tion which had existed since 1884, but 
bad never been used, and for ten years 
before this act was passed had sunk en- 
tirely out of eight under paper money 
inflation. Secretary Boutwell, when be 
flrst brought the matter to the attention 
of congress in 1870, explained the pro- 
posed legislation as a codification of ex- 
isting coinage laws. Later it took tho 
shape of a complete simplification of ex- 
isting law, history and fact, in order to 
put the coinage on the simplest and best 
system as a basis for resumption. As 
we had then nocoin, we had afree hand 
to put the system on the best basis, 
there being no vested rights or interests 
to be disturbed. That tbia.waa a wise 
and sound course to pursue under tbe 
circumstances is unquestionable. Three 
years later, by tbe rise in greenbacks 
and the fall in silver, it came about 
that 412 >ij grains of silver nine-tenths 
fine was worth a little less than a 
gi eon back dollar. The old option would, 
therefore, if still existent, havo been an 
advantage to debtors. Complaint and 
clamor for the restoration of the option 
then began, but to give snob, an option 
after the market had changed would be 
playing with loaded dice. Tbe European 
countries which still retain the option 
abolished it as soon as silver began to 
fall, and we, if we had retained it open 
until that time, ought to bave dose the 
came.—Professor

Taken as a whole, Central America 


offers a fair field for foreign enterprise, 
says The North American Review. By

plicate the relations between this 
country and Spain. The story is to 
the effect that a fight occurred there 
Thursday between a party of Cuban 
sympathizers and the Spanish consul 
there and some Pinkerton detectives, 
In which the latter party was worsted. 
The Spanish consul and the detectives 
were observing the movements of the 
Cubans. The Cubans discovered the espi- 
onage they were under and a fight took 
place. As no deadlier wepons than fl >ts 
were used there were no fatalities. The 
consul communicated the affair to the 
Spanish minister at Washington and 
the latter is said to have made a de- 
mand upon President Cleveland for 
reparation for the assault upon the 
Spanish consul. 


Money In Circulation. 


Washington, Oct. 3.—The treasury 


circulation statement just issued places 
the aggregate of all kinds of money in 
circulation October 1 in the United 
States at 51,852,302,289, or an increase 
during September of 943,132,625. The 
per capita circulation is stated at 
(23.95. The statement increases the 
gold coin issued or in "general stock" 
from 8270.557,083 on September 1, to 
$000,544,327 on October 1. 


Stormy Voyage of the Assyrian. 


Halifax, Oct. 3.—The Allan line 


steamer Assyrian, just arrived here 
from Liverpool, had a very stormy 
passage. The weather during the en- 
tire voyage was a series of gales and at 
times she made no more three knots 
an hour. The water poured over her 
from all sides and last Thursday and 
Friday nothing covld be done on 
board.

This proved futile, and the steamer'i 
whistle sounded to attract the atten- 
tion of the tug Triton, which was com- 
ing through the narrows with a barge 
in tow.

Roman's bow in a vain endeavor to get 
her afloat. The tide was within two 
hofirs of flood and it was confidently

the tugs Tritan, Nathaniel P. Doane 
and Camilla made a united effort to 
push the ship into deep water, without 
moving the big hull an inch.
